2. Citations and explanations 

The invention relates to a safety box/ combustion container 
mainly for contagious surgical waste material. 

It is intended to create secure safekeeping of contaminated 
hospital waste products. 

The solution is a safety box made of laminated, flat 
paper /cardboard material folded along pressed folding lines, 
water repellant on the outer surface and liquid absorbing on 
the inside, combustable and provided with a slit on one of its 
longer sides being closed with a flap and also provided with 
an opening at the top of the box.
